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1 . POSSIBLE SC MEETING ON NEW ISRAELI SETTLEMENTS - 

EGYPTIAN UN COUNSELOR HAGGAG REPORTED THAT ARAB GROUP IS DIVIDED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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ON WHETHER TO ASK FOR A SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING ON ISRAEL'S 
DECISION TO ESTABLISH THREE NEW SETTLEMENTS ON THE WEST BANK. THE 
PLO AND LIBYA ARE URGING AN SC MEETING, WHILE EGYPT, WHICH IS BEING 
CRITICIZED BY MORE RADICAL ARABS FOR NOT TAKING FIRMER STAND, IS 
WAITING TO SEE WHAT US POSITION WILL BE BEFORE DECIDING WHAT TO DO. 
ISRAELI AMB HERZOG, WHO COMMENTED NEW SETTLEMENTS ARE MILITARY 
NAHALS RATHER THAN CIVILIAN SETTLEMENTS, NOTED ARABS SO FAR TAKING 
LOW KEY APPROACH TO GOI DECISIONS WHILE AWAITING OUTCOME OF SECRE- 
TARY'S MIDDLE EAST CONSULTATIONS. HE GAVE IMPRESSION HE IS HOPING 
ARABS CAN BE PERSUADED TO DEFER ANY SC DISCUSSION ON THE MIDDLE 
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EAST. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 2659) 

2. NEXT STEPS IN RHODESIA - 

UK PERMREP RICHARD AND AMB YOUNG AGREED THAT THE UNEQUIVOCAL PUBLIC 
SUPPORT OF THE FRONTLINE PRESIDENTS, PERHAPS IN SOME FORM OF CO- 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE SETTLEMENT PACKAGE IN RHODESIA, WAS ESSEN- 
TIAL TO ENSURE THE RIVAL ZIMBABWE NATIONALIST FACTIONS AND THE 
SECURITY COUNCIL'S ENDORSEMENT OF THE UK/US PACKAGE. YOUNG SAID 
SOUTH AFRICA'S TRUE INTENTIONS IN RHODESIA WERE NOT ENTIRELY CLEAR, 

AND HE AND RICHARD AGREED THAT SMITH COULD NOT BE TAKEN FOR GRANTED. 
YOUNG THOUGHT AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN SMITH'S SLIPPERINESS HAD UN- 
DOUBTEDLY BEEN THE FAILURE OF THE ZIMBABWE NATIONALISTS TO UNITE, 

AND THAT WAS WHY IT WAS ESSENTIAL THAT THE FRONTLINE PRESIDENTS 
LEND THEIR WHOLEHEARTED SUPPORT TO THE US/UK INITIATIVE. ALSO, THE 
FRONTLINE PRESIDENTS WANTED A RHODESIAN SETTLEMENT AND WERE 
ESSENTIAL IN ENSURING THAT THE SOVIET UNION AND CHINA DID NOT ACT 
AS SPOILERS. YOUNG SUGGESTED THAT PERSUADING THE LEADERS OF THE 
PATRIOTIC FRONT TO PUT DOWN THEIR ARMS MIGHT BE ACCOMPLISHED BY 
CONVINCING THEM THAT THEIR BEST CHANCE OF BEATING BISHOP MUZOREWA 
AT THE POLLS WAS TO TURN THEIR TROOPS INTO POLITICAL CADRES. IT WAS 
AGREED THAT THE US AND UK SHOULD THINK SYSTEMATICALLY ABOUT WAYS 
OF OBTAINING THE FRONTLINE PRESIDENTS' ACTIVE COOPERATION.

WITH SWAPO WHICH INCORPORATES SUBSTANCE OF AMB MCHENRY'S COMMENTS AS
